This table shows that in 1920, the period of 
highest prices, the increase in the cost of tele¬ 
phone service over 1914 was less than a fourth 
of the average increase in the cost of the other 
items; and now, with prices largely stabilized, 
the incresue is lest thim one-third of the in¬ 
crease in the other items.

The diseased pnrta of the 
plunta tnuy be kllU-d nulrlglit, or, If 
lliey ore not killed, the fruit may be 
tircvonied from forming, or If It dooa 
form, It may be rendered unfit for con- 
auiuptlon.

When you apply for telephone service, there 
u neceosary « oeriea of forty or more different 
itenu of work which the Company must do 
before the ocrvice is restdy for your use. 

Orders must be written and distributed; 
your nante and associated information placed 
on various department records; wire assign* 
ments made; directory records established; 
‘‘Information’' records posted; wire installed 
from cable terminal to the telephone; telephone 
instsdied and service started. Thus our records 
and plant facilities are arranged to make your 
telephone a part of the general telephone 
system. 

When you requett the discontinuance of 
telephone service, there is necessary a sim¬ 
ilar series of detailed changes and opera¬ 
tions. In addition, some of the wiring must be 
abandoned and the labor of putting in and 
taking out the telephone is a loss. Our records 
and plant facOitiei must be again rearranged 
so as to leave your telephone out of the general 
telephone system. 

These “ins” and “outs” of the telephone 
business—which we call ‘‘station movement”— 
cost in the aggregate a '..vge sum of money, 
representing a substantial part cf our expenses. 

One way of m^^eting this cost is to msJee 
our regular monthly rates for service high 
enough to cover these expenses, thus placing it 
upon all subscribers. This would be unfair 
to those subscribers who require no ‘‘station 
movement" over a long period of time. They 
would contribute toward the costs Incurred by 
those who require service for only short periods 
or who demand that their equipment be moved 
frequently from place to place. This, we be¬ 
lieve, Is not a fair basis of charging for this 
service. 

Tile other way of meeting these costs is to 
place them wholly or partly upon the particulv 
subscribers for whom this work is done, by 
means of a "Service Connection Charge.” 
This is the method we follow. It is the gener¬ 
ally accepted melho'J and is considered fair 
and reasonable to all concerned. 

This is why we msjtc a "Service Connection 
Charge” for new installations, changes of ad¬ 
dress and changes of subscriber.

ORDINANCE NO. 28 


An ordinance to regulate the parking eaab 
of Biitomobltss on Main Street near tie 
Public High School, in the Interest of 
the safety of ths school children cross¬ 
ing the street. 

Be it enacted and ordained by the 
Mayor and Council of Berlin, Maryland: 

Sec. 1. That on and after Monday, 
January ISth, 1923, it shall be unlawful 
for any person to "park" an automo. 
bile, or allow same to stand on the west 
side of Main Street in the town of Ber¬ 
lin, between the corner of Mill Street

Income From Autos Will Drop. 

Next year will be the last in which 
the office of the Automobile Commie-

Income From Autos Will Drop. 

Next year will be the last In which 
the offlee of the Automobile Commis¬ 
sioner will Borre as the biggest single 
revenue-producing department of the 
Elate. In 1922 this department pro¬ 
duced about $2,700,000 from the regis¬ 
tration fees of automobiles. On the 
bails of these ngurcs It should collect 
shout IS.POO.OUO in 1923, most of which 
will be received prior to January 15. 
After that the receipts ol the office 
will he nnminnj In comparlsoo with 
what they have been. It la not ex¬ 
pected that the receipts ever will ex¬ 
ceed 11 . 000.000 again. 

The reason for this Is the tax on 
gasoline, rieglnnlng January 1, 1924 , 
this tax will coiutltuto the bullc of the 
charge on automohilists for the use of 
the Stale roads. The lax has been In 
effect since Juno 1 last, but It has 
liocn only at the rale of 1 cent a gal¬ 
lon and has been for the purpose of 
providing for the deficit In ths con- 
slriictlon funds of the Slate Roads 
Commission. 

John N. Mackal, chairman of the 
Stale Ro..ds Commission, who worked 
out ilie gas lax and was Inslruniental 
In securing its passage through the 
Eeglslaliire, said the onc-cent lax had 
worked out almost exactly as antici¬ 
pated. It has averaged IRO.OOO a 
niontli for the six months the tax has 
been In rperallon and la expected to 
Bverago $55,000 a month for the 13 
months to January I, 1021. If li does. 
Ihe maintenance dencll will he wiped 
out. 

On January I. when ihc iwo-ceni lax 
on gasoline goes Into effect. It Is ex¬ 
pected III produce a revenue of at least 
ll.GOO.Ono a year. Then Ihe registra¬ 
tion fce.s of nmomohillsts will be re¬ 
duced. The new charge Is expected lo 
be about one-third of the old registra¬ 
tion fees, or 20 cents per horsepower. 

Adoption of Iho gas lax by Maryland 
and the Dlslrtrl 6f Columbia automat¬ 
ically will solve all reciprocity trou¬ 
bles that have been agitating motor¬ 
ists for years. 

A hill already Is before Congress 
providing for the adoption of the gat 
tax In Ihe District beginning with 
1924. When this Is passed no Wash- 
IngloH license tag will be rmjulred tor 
Mnryinml machlues and no Maryland 
tags for Washington machines.

Rice and Pea Salad.—Fill ininll 
greased molds hiilf f-jli of seasoned 
cooked green pens. Cover with cold 
holled rice which has hecn seasoned 
with finely minreil plinenin, parsley 
anil onion Juice. I’ress itio vice lightly 
lo MU the niol I. Loosen with n spatula 
and turn out on u sidnd plutc gar¬ 
nished with lettuce or endive. Serve 
with French or iiuiyoiimilse dressing. 

Cherry Fluff.—Soak |wo tnldc.spoon- 
fiils of gelatin In ono-foiirih of n cup¬ 
ful of water, place over hot water un¬ 
til the gelatin Is dissolved. Now odd 
two cupfuls of cherry Juice, oiie-thlrd

How Geld Pneopectors Work. 

Whether gold occurs a* .an allurlal 
deposit or In a "reef.” It Is traced by 
the prospector with the lielp of n gold 
"pan.'' This Is n shallow pan of 
light sheet Iron with dlaheil aides. 

When "ponnlng" for gold, the pros¬ 
pector places the sand, soil, .^r ci,ahed 
rock Into the pan, iinil adds water lo 
wet the substnnee to bo panned. Taen, 
holding the pan Iif a tub or stream of 
water, he addi more water, and by a 
Blinking niotlnn works the heavy mln- 
emls to the bottom of the pan. By 
a lapping process bo ejects tho sand 
until thero remains only concentrates, 
among which tho gold may lie distin¬ 
guished hy Us color and relative heavl- 
nrsH.

Giving signal* In 
rays shorter than the dceiwst violet 
that we ran see brings the flowers the 
pollen that Is ncreminry to It In pro- 
dnolng seed. hUpcrIinent* made by 
Professor Rlchtmyer on Colorado flow- 
er8 thow that flowers apparently differ 
In their reflection of ultraviolet as 
much at lu tlietr vlslbls colors.

Juice, two cupfuls of sugar, cook live 
'nlnutes, add the softened gelatin and 
the juice of two lemous. Stir well, 
coni and freexe. 

Rhubarb Puffa—Put two tablespoon* 
fnis of rhubarb in each of four pud* 
ding cups that liave been well but¬ 
tered. Drop n spoonful of batter pre¬ 
pared by using n cupful of flour, a 
half cupful of milk, a tesspoonful of 
buking powder and a little salt Put 
I', another spoonful of rhubarb and 
finish with n little batter, leaving room 
to rise. Place the cup_ In a pan of 
bnlllns water, cover closely and steam 
fifteen mlnutea Serve with tlie fol¬ 
lowing sauce: Roll together on- cup¬ 
ful Ilf sugar and ttvo-thfrds of n cupful 
of rhubarb Jiilra until It holrs. Pour 
slowly over two well-beaten egg whites 
and I.ent until thick. Serve over the 
pudilliigs. 

Rhubarb Sponge.—Soak two table- 
spoonfuls of gelntln in one-fourth of 
a cupful of cold water. Scald a cupful 
of milk nnd dlssolvn onc-thlrd of a 
cupful of sugar In It. Pour tiie hot 
milk over the so'lencd gelatin and 
stir until dissolved. Set the mixture 
In n cool place until It begins to stif¬ 
fen, then bent well with an egg beater; 
add one cupful of rhubarb siuire nnd 
fold In the whites of two eggs beaten 
stiff. Turn the mixture Into n mold 
(but has been rinsed with cold water 
and chill. Serve the sponge with 
whipped cream. 

Punch No. 2.—Roll thrce-fourtlia of 
a cupful of water with one and one- 
holt cupfuls of sugar for three rolr.- 
utes, Slid a pint of green tea—twice 
the ordinary strength—and three pints 
of rhubarb juice, the Juice of three 
oranges and one lemon. Chill sad 
servo.

Governor Ritchie. told the committee 
he wanted to make the selection non- 
political and would appoint the man 
they recommended. 

Membera of the committee said they 
had sxhauated the fleU ot possible 
candidates and that Dr. Fulten was 
the best man available tor the post. 

The committee also recommended, 
with Dr. Fulton, conenrring, that a 
younger physician be selected by the 
new board ot health to stndy the prin¬ 
cipal development ot public health 
work In other States and to extend 
the work of the Maryland department 
along two llne.s. One ot these Is sdu- 
catlooal, that or bringing the depart¬ 
ment Into closer relationship with the 
people. The other Is a strengthening 
of county health organisation, with at 
many county health oflicera as possluls 
giving full time to work. The addi¬ 
tional member at the department. It 
was luggested, should bs employed aii 
an Bislatant (o the director or In some 
ether capacity. 

Governor Ritchie said he would re¬ 
appoint tha present personnel of the 
State Board ot Health.

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THE TONIC RHUBARB 


LESSON FOR DECEMBER 31 


For Jelly making the fall Is the time 
to use the rhubarb, as tb» fresh growth 
In ide spring 
lacks peclli). 

Rhubarb Sher- 
bet.—S oak one 
tablespoonfol o t 
gelatin In one- 
founb of a ciipfal 
of cold water un¬ 
til softened Make 
a sirup with four cupfuls of rhubarb 
Juice, two cupfuls of sugar, cook live 
mlnuteA add ihe softened gelatin and 
tho Juice of two lemons. Stir well, 
cool and freeze. 

Rhubarb Pufta.—Pol two tablespoon- 
^iig of rhubarb In each of four pud¬ 
ding cups that have been well but¬ 
tered, Drop a spoonful of batter pre¬ 
pared by using a cupful, li flour, a 
half cupful of milk, a 'ezapoonful of 
baking powder and a L'itte salt Put 
In another spoonful of rhubarb and 
flutsh with a little baiter, leaving room 
to rise. Place the cups Id a pan of 
boiling water, cover closely and steam 
flfleen mlnutei Serve with tlio fob 
lowing sauce: Boll together one cup¬ 
ful of sugnr and two-thirds of a cupful 
or rhubarb Juice until It hnlra Pour 
slowly over two wclbbcaten egg white* 
and bent until thick. Serve over the 
puddings. 

Rhubarb Sponpe.—Soak two table- 
spoonfuls of gelatin In one-fourth of 
a cupful of cold water. Scald a cupful 
of milk nnd dissolve one-third of a 
cupful of sugar In It. Pour the hot 
milk over the aoftened gelatin and 
stir until dissolved. Set the mixture 
In a cool place until it begins to stlf- 
f'-n. then lieat well with an egg beater; 
add one cupful of rhubarb sauce and 
fold lu the whiles of two eggs beaten 
stiff. Turn the mixture Into a mold 
that has been rinsed wltli cold water 
and chill. Sen-o the sponge with 
whlppctl cream. 

Punch No. 2.—Boll three-fourtlis of ' 
a cupful of water with one and one- 
hnlf cupfula of sugar for three min¬ 
utes, add a pint of green tea—twice 
Uie ordinary strength—and three pints 
of rhubarb Juice, the juice of three 
omngoa and one lemon. ChUl end
